world-famous scientist, died at his 


home Monday night. 


Sir James had suffered from 
heart trouble for some time. His 
condition suddenly became acute, 


and he died in a coma. 

Sir James, described by the late 
Sir Oliver Lodge as “one of the 
six greatest men in the world,” was 
pre-eminent among astronomers 
and had a luminous gift for ex- 
plaining the facts of astronomy in 
vivid phrases easily understood by 
the layman. 

His father for many years was a 
reporter in the house of commons

War Guilt Verdicts 
Set for Sept. 30 


NUERNBERG, (CP)—The inter- 
national military tribunal = an- 
nounced Tuesday that its verdict 
against 22 leaders of Nazi Ger- 
many on war crimes charges will 
be handed down Sept. 30, instead 
of Sept. 23 as previously planned. 

One source said it was “physically 
impossible” for the court, which 
recesses Aug. 31 to consider its 
verdict, to get through the moun- 
tainous heaps of evidence, exhibits 
and speeches heard during the 
which lasted more than nine 
months, by Sept. 23. 

Before the court reconvenes to 
announce the verdict, stenographers 
and typists will be taken outside 
the city to prepare transcripts and 
will be held there until the day 
the verdict is handed down to in- 
sure against leakage of information. 

The tribunal has made no an- 
nouncement on the manner in 
which the verdicts are to be handed 


down, but the tribunal source 
said it was believed the verdicts— 
guilty or not guilty—would be | 


delivered Sept. 30, with sentences 
passed the following day. It was 
expected that presentation of the 
court’s opinion would occupy at 
least a day, and possibly two. 
(Reuters News agency, 
lin dispatch, said it had learned 
that the Allied control council has 
unanimously decided not to make 
any announcement of 
time or place of any 
resulting from the trials 
after they have taken place.)

The big jet planes of the future 
will, of course, have to avoid too 
rapid acceleration at the take-off 
and too rapid deceleration in land- 
ing.

Mr. Henry Wallace, secretary of com- 
merce at Washington, opened the election 
campaign for his party by a speech at New 
York, The speech was said to have been ap- 
proved by President Truman, and to rank as 


a major pronouncement on foreign policy. | 


But this, the President says, was a misun- 
derstanding, 


Among others of less moment Mr. Wal- | 


lace laid down two “planks” which he 
thought should’ form the basis of United 
States policy abroad. 

1. “We should recognize that we have no 
more business in the political affairs of 
eastern Europe than Russia has in the poli- 
tical affairs of Latin America, western 
Europe and the United States. 

2. “The British imperialistic policy in the 
Near East alone, combined with Russian 
retaliation, could lead the United States 
straight to war unless we have a clearly 
defined and realistic policy of our own.” 

This could be interpreted as a new call 
to isolationism, and from an unexpected 
quarter. It does not at all sound like the 
language of Mr, Roosevelt. Unless defined 
and modified it seems to suggest the with- 
drawal of active American interest and in- 
fluence from the shaping of international 
relations in Europe, Africa, Asia, as being 
spheres in which the United States has no 
rightful concern, 

If this is what Mr. Wallace meant to pro- 
pose, he made an unfortunate choice in cit- 
ing eastern Europe as one area in which his 
country had no business to concern itself 
with international affairs. For eastern 
Europe within this last generation has bred 
two wars which have cost the United States 
hundreds of thousands of lives and uncoun- 
ted billions of dollars. 

World War 1, was touched off at Sara- 
Jevo, a village in Yugoslavia; and the Uni- 
ted States was drawn into the struggle 
against its will. World War II occurred be- 
cause Hitler aimed to make himself master 
of Poland, Ukraine, the Danubian States 
and the Balkans; and again the United 
States was drawn in by Pearl Harbor. 

Eastern Europe would seem to be one 
area in which the United States has historic 
reasons and perfect right to exert itself 
in the rectification of boundaries and the 
establishment of enduring peace. And a 
striking illustration as well of the futility 
of supposing there can be safety for any 
country in a policy of aloofness, 

It has been said many times, by Ameri- 
cans, that World War II would not have 
happened if the United States had _ not 
withdrawn from world affairs at the close 
of World War I, but had put its tremendous 
strength and not less remarkable influence 
behind the League of Nations. Certainly 
the world needs now more than it did twen- 
ty seven years ago that that strength and 
that influence be actively exerted in laying 
the foundation conditions of peace where- 
ever these need to be constructed, 

Nor is there any longer such a thing as 
security for any country in dissociating 
itself from theatres where war may break 
out, For, whatever may have been true in 
an earlier peace now is “one and in- 
divisible.”

A Practical Inducement 

There are not enough school teachers in 
Alberta, more than 500 too few in fact, To 
draw recruits into the ranks the department 
of education is offering to remit registra- 
tion and students’ union fees to students en- 
tering the faculty of education at the Uni- 
versity who enroll in courses which lead to 
junior, elementary and intermediate teach- 
ing certificates, 

The period of training for one of these 
certificates is a year, and this entitles the 
holder to teach grades one to nine for a term 
of three years. The plan is to cancel one- 


third of the training fees each year, To 
square up his account a student would thus 


be required to teach the full three year term. 

This offer should prove attractive to 
young men and women who want to enter 
the teaching profession but who find the 
qualifying course a tax on their means, It 
may attract some also who, with other ulti- 
mate aims in view, are willing to teach for a 
time in junior and intermediate classrooms

Or even 
a life for a dozen or a hundred lives ? 

They are entitled to an attentive hearing 
who reason that when one has taken, or 
caused to be taken, a score or a hundred 
lives the penalty of his own life still does not 
even the score. But evening the score is 
not the purpose of justice. Mere venge- 
ance is not a function of society. From a 
metaphysical point of view the old ortho- 
doxy will argue against precipitating an un- 
shriven soul into eternity; the more theo- 
sophical viewpoint will denounce driving the 
life from one evil body only that it may en- 
soul another. ; 

But even at this level of temporal, mun- 
dane things more and more people do re- 
gard capital punishment, as this century 
and age enter their final stage, as a relic of 
an eye-for-an-eye day.

But all impartial judges will prob- 
ably agree that such restraints as 
there are upon liberty and such dis- 
orders as occur in Rumania and 
Bulgaria are due more to the inter- 
vention of a foreign republican gov- 
ernment than to any inherent tyr- 
anny in the characters or policies of 
the monarchs concerned. 


The plain truth is that there are 


'|good monarchies and good repub- 
lies, bad monarchies and bad repub- 


lics, Republics have the advantage 
of appealing to those with excess- 
ively logical minds. Monarchies ap- 
peal more to those who value trad- 
ition of a country kept above the 
vicissitudes of party politics and 
personified in a single man, Mon- 
archies arise from different reasons 
and enshrine different traditions 

In England the monarchy has long 
been supported by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people, Apart 
from the sentiment, there have been 
two practical considerations, The 
British have always hated and fear- 
ed one-man power whether it was 
exercised by kings, generals, poli- 
ticians or bishops. They have always 


thought it better to divide power) 


and pomp. Secondly, the Brit- 
ish have always thought it wise that 
the highest titular post in the realm 
should be beyond the ambition of 
any private citizen, Thus, under a 
constitutional monarchy, the British 
have succeeded in dividing power 
and, at the same time, have provid- 
ed themselves withea safeguard a- 
gainst any possible tyranny either 
of an individual or of the mob, 

It is against this background that 
there is cause for rejoicing at the 
return of King George of the Hel- 
lenes to his throne, Those who know 
King George know he has only one 
desire, and that is to unite all his 
people and provide them with good 
government, freedom and order, In 
this he is a good democrat, which 
is often a very different thing from 
being a good republican, Above all, 
he is a good liberal, which is more 
than can be said for that smal! min- 
ority of his subjects who would 
have preferred by violence to im-

'Paraguay Quieter 
Under Censorship 


By Norah Pines 


BUENOS AIRES, (ONA) The 
intense political agitation in Para- 
guay, following the revolution in 
| neighboring Bolivia in July, has 
subsided, according to travellers ar- 
riving here from Asuncion, the 
Paraguayan capital. Widespread- 
discontent, however, is reported 
continuing as censorship on incom- 
| ing and outgoing news is again put 
into force and the political activi-

remain suspended.

OTTAWA.—If you are going to 
have a toothache better arrange to 
have it anywhere but in the prairie 
provinces 

For out west there are fewer mo- 
jlar-maulers per one thousand of 
population than in any other sec- 
tion of the country. 

According to a survey of the 
dental profession made by the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics, there 
is only one dentist for every 4,601 
persons in the prairie provinces. 

This compares with one dentist 
per 2,764 persons in Ontario and 
one dentist per 2,987 of population 
in British Columbia. In all other 
provinces the ratio of dentists to 
patients is much higher than in 
the western provinces. 

Probably because they have to 
work a lot harder to keep up with 
the demand for their services, 
prairie dentists make a higher in- 
come than dentists in any of the 
other provinces. 

Thus, in 1944 the estimated aver- 
age net income of prairie dentists 
was $5,800 as compared with $4,100 
earned by Ontario dentists and 
$5,000 earned by British Columbia 
dentists. 

The survey also shows that the 
net income of prairie dentists has 
gone up as their numbers have de- 
creased, Thus in 1941 there were 
599 dentists in the three prairie 
provinces with average net incomes 
of $3,800, as against 499 dentists in 
1944 with average incomes of 
$5,800. A steady decrease in the 
number of dentists in all provinces 
since 1944 has been coincident with 
a steady rise in their incomes 

Net average incomes for dentists 
in all of Canada rose from $3,200 in 
1941 to $4,200 in 1944.

Mr. Gromyko invoked seven of 
the eight Russian vetoes on the

He will hold his new position 
until Oct. 17 in accordance with the 
council's rule of rotating the chair 
each month. He takes the post with 
a deep conviction that the security 
council was created for the definite 
purpose of taking action. 

The young diplomat has sat in 
on every important United Nations 
gathering since the formative days 
of Dumbarton Oaks in 1944, where 
the foundations of the United 
Nations were laid. 

Mr. Gromyko was born in the 
small town of Gromyki, near the 
city of Gomel. He left home early 
and studied in Gomel and Minsk, 
Then he attended the Russian In- 
stitute of Economics in Moscow and 
received the master’s degree there 
in 1936.

See Great Need 
_ To Aid Diabetics 


TORONTO, (CP)—The three-day 
sixth annual session of the Ameri- 
can Diabetes association started 
Monday at the University of ‘To- 
}ronto where insulin, only known 
|control of diabetes, was discovered 
| 25 years ago. 
| The visitors paid tribute to the 
\Jate Sir Frederick Banting and his 
| co-discoverer, Dr. Charles H. Best, 
who is attending the session. 

Dr. Joseph H. Barach of Pitts- 
burgh, president of the association, 
said there were “well over 1,000,000” 
diabetics in North America. 

Dr. Russell M. Wilder of the 
| Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn., said 
}much work remained to be done 
}to extend the lives and improve 
|; the health of diabetics. 

“Not all of them by any means 
.«. receive the beneift of insulin 
!and probably only a small percent- 
jage enjoy the general care they 
ought to have. These are urgent 
reasons to arouse the public and 
the medical profession to the special 
needs of diabetic patients. 

“The incidence of diabetes ap- 
proaches that of cancer; it exceeds 
in many states the incidence of 
tuberculosis and is 10 or 20 times 
as great as that of poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis) to which so 
much attention has been given by 
the public.” 

Diabetic coma could be prevented 
and diabetic women could now be 
safe during pregnancy and give 
birth to healthy babies, but other 
aspects of the problem had not 
been mastered and appeared “more 
formidable” than when insulin was 
discovered. These were especially 
injuries to the hetina (part of the 
eye), the kidneys and the arteries.

To Import Monkeys 


In Battling “Polio” 
WASHINGTON, (AP) — Plans 


described as “the only research tool 
which offers a reasonable hope of 
success” in unravelling the myster- 
ies of poliomyelitis — were an- 
nounced Monday by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

Dr. H. M. Weaver, acting research 
director of the foundation, said 
the first step would be a six-month 
expedition into the jungles of the 
Netherlands East Indies and the 
Philippine islands. 

Those places, he said, are the 
habitat of a monkey known as the 
“macacus cynomolgus” which he 
declared had shown promise of be- 
ing science’s best bet in the study 
of polio. He said approximately 
5,000 a year are needed to spur in- 
fantile research.

To Bonus Babies 


PARIS, (AP)— France is willing 
to pay 20,000 franes—roughly $168— 
for every child born into newly- 
founded households as a part of 
the government's effort to rebuild 
the population. 

Population Minister Robert Pri- 
gent intends to introduce a bill in 
the constituent assembly session 
whereby newly married couples can 
obtain “marriage loans” of 80,000 or 
100,000 francs (roughly $672 or $840 
at legal rates) repayable in 10 years 
to help them set up housekeeping. 

For each child, these couples 
woud receive a repayment credit of 
one-filith the borrowed amount, or 
20, francs on an original loan 
of 100,000 francs, With five children, 
the joan would be considered com- 
pletely repaid. 

“Every French family,” said the 
minister in explaining government 
plans, “should have three children 
on «an average if France is to have 
as many inhabitants 100 years from 
now.” 

Other measures to help boost the 
birthrate, most of them already on 
the books in a law passed Aug. 6, 
include birth bonuses to French 
mothers, family subsidies, and par- 
ental payments, all intended 
equalize the standard of living be- 
tween childless couples and large 
families.
